Hemmer also alleged that Miss 
Pickford's mother requested him to 
object to the payment of $150,000 to 
Owen Moore, Miss Pickford’s former 
husband, for a divorce action 

The amended bill also gave de- 
tails concerning the friendship be- 
tween Miss Pickford and Fairbanks, 
repeating assertions made in the 
original bill. 

They concerned alleged happen- 
ings in 1919, while Miss Pickford 
was still the wife of Owen Moore. 
Hemmer said at that time he pur- 
sued Fairbanks from the Lambs’

That farmer who wrote to the corn syrup 
manufacturer complaining that though he'd 
taken six cans of corn syrup, his corns hurt 
him worse than ever, has some blood brothers 
in the diplomatic services. 

At a time when the four signatories to the 
Locarno Pact to make war 
impossible in western Europe 
are openly preparing for a 
new war in the west, plans of 
France and Russia to estab- 
lish a new Locarno Pact be- 
tween the nations of eastern 
Europe to safeguard all east- 
ern frontiers, is announced. 
But don't construe this as a 
peace project. 

It is the “safeguarding of 
frontiers’—as anti-revision is 
styled—that will be the casus belli in the west. 
It is an even greater cause of bitterness in 
eastern Europe. The “Polish corridor” is a 
familiar subject to readers on this continent. 
Germany wants Pomerania back and Poland 
won't yield its one outlet to the sea. Little 
reference is made on this continent to the bit- 
ternesses caused by the dismemberment of the 
ramshackle Austro-Hungarian Empire. It was 
a mixture of warring races before the Versailles 
Treaty. Distributing it piecemeal among half a 
dozen Balkan nations has only added to the 
fires of their discontent, and infuriated three 
and a half million Magyars forced to live under 
the rules of Czecko-Slovakia, Yugo-Slavia, 
Rumania and the new kingdom of the Serbs, 
Croats and Slovenes. 

“Safeguarding the frontiers” is one of those 
pleasing combinations of words like “sound 
money” and.‘Protection” that have been de- 
vised by clever men for purpose of deceiving 
the unthinking. They make the masses feel that 
the things they denote must be meritorious and 
in their interest. “Safeguarding the frontiers” 
means in its present application the rigid en- 
forcement of the Versailles Treaty by the victor 
nations in a spirit of “what we have we hold.” 
If war comes, as it almost certainly will come 
shortly, it will because these nations refuse to 
modify the terms of the Versailles Treaty in the 
light of reason and of changed conditions. That 
phrase “safeguarding the frontiers” isn’t a peace 
cry as one might think; it is a battle cry.

Helps In Eliminating 
Rheumatism 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCoy 


When you are fasting and dieting to elimin- 
ate the rheumatjp poisons from the system, it 
is a good plan to also encourage the elimination 
of waste material through the skin, lungs, and 
kidneys, by drinking large quantities of water 
to provide the liquid necessary for this eéx- 
pulsion. 

Vapor is constantly pass- 
ing out of the pores of the 
skin carrying away gaseous 
and solid poisons. Millions of 
these little openings in the 
skin keep up their work night 
and day. In some parts of 
the body there are over 2,500 
sweat glands to the square 
inch. Their one object is to 
furnish the channels through 
, which morbid material may 
be aided to pass out from the system. When one 
is trying to throw out the toxins of the rheu- 
matism it is wise to use these sweat glands to 
assist in elimination. 

During the fruit fast the skin may be kept 
more active by sponge or shower baths taken 
several times daily, and it is not advisable to 
use tub baths as they are decidedly enervating.

These can be made by 
buying six yards of white flannel and tearing 
into strips about two inches wide. These can 
then be sewed together at the ends and made 
into twelve-foot bandages. Roll up each ban- 
dage and you can then neatly bandage the sore 
area with several thicknesses of this woolen 
cloth, which will easily absorb the sweat. You

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1815 there was 
a Canadian parallel to the famous 
ball given by the Duchess of 
Richmond at Brussels on the eve 
of the Battle of Waterloo, nearly 
a year and a half later. 

You all, of course, know 
Byron's poem, “There was a 
sound of revelry by night,” and 
so on, with the hurrying to horse, 
the parting of lovers and the dash 
for the field of glory. But how 
many Canadians know that 
exactly the same thing had taken 
place in Upper Canada at Dundas 
eight months before. The incident 
is told in the biography of Hon 
William Hamilton Merritt, the 
creator of the Welland canal 

“On the evening of the first of 


December, 1815, when the rigor 
of a Canadian winter was felt 
without and the sound of the 


merry sleighbells tinkled over the 
frozen roads, which then wound 
with devious twistings through 
the partly cleared forests, whose 
silence was unbroken save by the

AMALGAMATION TALK 

On two recent occasions, in St. 
Catharines and dur.ng a visit to 
the Maritimes, Judge Fullerton, 
chairman of the board of the 
Canadian National Railways, has 
taken issue with President Beatty, 
of the Canadian Pacific, who has 
been repeating and re-repeating 
his arguments and statistics in be- 
half of railway amalgamation, or 
so-called unification.

Editor, Bulletin: Nineteen 
years after the war began, and 
when men had lain in their 
graves in France and Belgium, 
and other parts of Europe and 
Asia for a good number of years, 
some people came to the conclus- 
ion that they ought to do some- 
thing to commemorate the fallen 
heroes.

After five years of cutting and 
Slasning of salaries, wages and 
incomes, and the deplorable re- 
sults to be seen on every hand in 
consequence of such policy, our 
leading citizens still seem to think 
that the only cure for our ills is 
another hair from the dog that is 
biting us. Why not try something 
else for a change 

How would it be to double the 
Mayor's salary and that of every 
employee of the city for a start? 
Oh ho! You say, why that's crazy, 
the taxpayers can't pay now, what 
would they do if you double the 
taxes? Where would the money 
come from? Well, it’s a cinch it 
would not come from taxation, 
but is there no other way to get 
it? Why, of course, there is. 

During the past year or two our 
worthy friend, ex-mayor Knott. 
spent a considerable amount of 
his time and our money in at- 
tending conferences of mayors, 
premiers and other notables with 
the result—according to your 
fancy. Why not hold a convention 
of mayors of al! the cities of Can- 
ada and discuss the following pro- 
posals: 

First a program for paving all 
the streets of all the cities in 
Canada, the cost estimated, and 
new money issued direct from the 
mint at Ottawa in suitable in- 
Stallments as the work  pro- 
gresses; that one dollar ($1.00) per 
hour be fixed as the unalterable 
minimum wage for the unskilled 
labourer; that paving of streets, 
being a seasonable occupation, 
the work shall start on the 15th 
of April and cont nue till the 
15th of October; that the working 
day shall be from 7 am, till 6 
p.m. with one hour off for dinner; 
that such workman that puts in 
his full time shall be paid half 
his wages each week during the 
summer and the other half each 
week during the winter, 

That would amount to the same 
thing as paying a man $5.00 per 
day for a 5-hour day for the year, 


and if you make it a five day 
week that means an income of 
$25.00 per week, which only 


means a very moderate standard 
of living, but at least, a decent 
one 

Then listen to the howl from 
the bankers, insurance men and 
financiers—Oh, you can’t do that 
—that's inflation. Inflation my 
hat! There's no inflation about it. 
Supposing the work cost $100,- 
000,000 the first year, you would 
have one hundred million dol- 
lars of new money in c.rculation, 
balanced by one hundred million 
dollars of new wealth created by 
the labour of men, Try to grasp 
the fact that the real wealth lies 
in the paved streets, not in the 
hundred million dollars which 
will not take you through the 
mud in the spring 

After the streets are once 
paved, the upkeep will have to be 
provided for, which must be done 
through taxation, and with the 
amount of new money in circu- 
lation, people will have something 
to pay taxes with, the taxes col- 
lected will immediately circulate 
again in wages for those who 
perform the work of upkeep. 
Here it must be stressed that this 
must be new money absolutely 
free from any bonds, sinking 
fund, strings, ropes or cables at- 
tached to it, by that means only 
can we ever hope to progress as 
we should 

The next item for consideration 
of the convention should be pub- 
lic debt. To start with let us ad- 
mit candidly, that we can never 
hope to pay our public debts 
under the present system, by 
manipulation and robbing Peter 
to pay Paul 

No! The only way is for the Do 
minion Government to issue the 
money and pay off the bondhold-

Prime Minister Bennett in regard 
to international commerce, “is 
war and we must fight for mar- 
kets with the weapons of the 
tariff.” That is the Conservative 
view of the nature of foreign 
trade. 


THE other hand, and in 
to this vic- 
jous Tory dostrine, Liberal belief 
as voiced by Mr. Mackenzie King, 
maintains that international trade 
is not warfare but merely a peace- 
ful exchange of commodities be- 
tween nations. 

Blasting tactics, provocative 
high tariffs and humbug may be 
Mr. Bennett's chief instruments 
in securing for Canada a place in 
the world’s competitive markets, 
but such offensive agencies re- 
main abhorent to all Liberal- 
minded economists.

He went through a major opera- 
tion, is back home again, and 
though he is 75, is declared to be 
recovering completely. He writes 
s0 much, someone close to him ex- 
plained, thet it is no wonder he 
wears himself out and has break 
downs. 

When he was pardoned by th 


president of France and restored to 


his rank in the army, he took a 
vow never to “discuss” the sensa- 
tional case in which he had been 
a _cen‘ral figure. This promise, 
however, will not prevent h'm leay- 
ing a record that can be post- 
humously published, 


OF JEWISH RACE 

Son of a Jew manufacturer, he 
was born in Mulhouse, Aleace, in 
1859. The German invasion in 1870 
forced his family to flee to Paris, 
and at 18 Alfred entered the Ecole 
Polvtechnique where he made a 
brilliant record as an artillery stu- 
dent-officer. 

By 1889 he had finished his 
course at the staff college, been 
made a captain, and been appointed 
to the general staff. 

In 1894 he was arrested, 
with having written a letter re- 
vealing military secrets. This let- 
ter had been found in the waste- 


paper basket of Colonel von 
Schwarzkoppen, German military 
attache. 


At the military prison on the rue 
du Cherche Midi, Dreyfus was ques- 
tioned, and. it is charged, tortured. 
The trial was delayed, and when it 
was held much of the documentary 
evidence was kept from _ public 
knowledge on the ground of inter- 
national expediency. Thus the pub- 
lic Was given little opportunity to 
judge the facts in the case. Finally 
on December 22, 1894 Dreyfus was
